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Sir: 


Applicants note the Petition to Revive Under 37 CFR 1,1 37(f) filed on March 29, 
2002 in the above-identified application. In said Petition, appHcants reported that the 
above-identified application was filed on April 25, 2001 with a Request and Certification 
Under 35 USC 122(b)(2)(B)(i), that a corresponding foreign application was filed on 
April 25, 2001, and that a Request to Rescind Previous Nonpublication Request was not 
filed within the 45 day period following filing of the corresponding foreign apphcation. 

Applicants fiirther note that the above Petition was dismissed by Decision dated 
April 16, 2002, which Decision stated that the above-identified application did not 
become abandoned pursuant to the provisions of 35 USC 122(b)(2)(B)(iii) because "The 
statute at 35 USC 122(b)(2)(B)(iii) only provides for revival in the situation where a 
certification was made under 35 USC 122(b)(2)(B)(i) at the time of filing the application 
and an application was subsequently filed in a foreign country without notifying the 
Office within 45 days of the filing thereof." 

Upon a recent fiirther review of the above file in view of the Decision, Applicants 
have become aware of a second foreign application that was subsequently filed on June 
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28, 2001, and that Applicants unintentionally failed to file a Request to Rescind Previous 
Nonpublication Request within the 45 day period following filing of the second 
corresponding foreign application. This'failure was unintentional for the entire period 
from the date the application became abandoned to the date of filing this Petition. 

Applicants note that the previously filed nonpublication request has already been 
rescinded in the above-identified application, pursuant to the Decision, and a corrected 
filing receipt has been issued and received. 

Accordingly, in view of the subsequently filed foreign application filed on June 
28, 2001, Applicants request revival of the above application pursuant to the provisions 
of 35 use 122(b)(2)(B)(iii) and 37 CFR 1.137(f). It is expected that no additional 
petition fee is due under this Renewed Petition. In the event a second petition fee is 
required, applicants authorize the petition fee of $1,280.00 pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 7(m) 
to be charged to Deposit Account No. 500417.
